Of all the avenues condnotinir tb« 
eolonist on to permanent wollbo^ng, pro 
bably none has been more neg'eciid, 
perhaps we might say obstructed, tbaf> 
that which lies Ihrongh the pnblic 
lands ot the Colony. In flurlier titue- 
this was eppecinlly the case. We find 
Sir Bulwer Lytton, with oil bis enliglit- 
ened and liberal coloniiil views, iiduion- 
ifihing the Guvernor of i.li"t period to 
keep up the price of tbo public lands ; 
and in pur.-uunco of these pernicious 
instructions lands were for aome time 
held at pound sterling an acre ; and 
that, too, in direct contriin willi tlif 
American free grant systoiu in the 
Boighboring territories. Was it sur- 
prisirg that men in Bcnreh of a home 
evinced a disinclination to seitlo in tlieso 
colonies? Altbough tbo prohibitory 
prices and absurd rest: iciionH iilaccd 
npon the public lands hnvo uuiicrgono 
gradual and material modifioation since 
the "dark ages" to whicb wo bavo al- 
luded, Btill onr land syetem is fur be- 
hind the age in «hich wo live. Sopak- 
ing more particnlarly of this section of 
.the United Colony, there woro other 
cironmBtances which oontrlbated greatly 
to retard the settlement of the public 
lands and, consequently, the bnildini; 
op of a thrifty peasantry. Watching 
their opportunity, certain knowing oue^^ 
"in the ring" pounced upon all the choice 
pieces of land within a 'radius of muny 
miles around Victoria, at the moment it 
was emerging from those restrictions 
under which it had previously remained 
^ hermetically sealed. A circomsiaii- 
tial aoccnnt of tbo manrouvring by 
which all tho good land was secured 
and tho rock and swamp thrown in 
would make a book,- certainly could 
not p98sibly be compressed wiibin the 
scope of a sioglo article. But wliul 
concerns ub most is the fact that tliuse 
lands are still locked up, and thus set- 
tlement, with tho exception of a few 
isolated patcheo, has been driven iMLck 
far into tho interior. And il.is very 
question has much to do with llio lea- 
tiiresin thepabliPhcd returns of imports 
which we are constanily deploring. 
Wete all the good land contiguoDs to 
Victoria occupied by those who wo a Id 
use it as farms and market gardens, in- 
stead of beiufc locked up in vhe closu 
grasp of heartless speculators we would 
{Dot be sending upwards of half a million 
out of the colony every year to pay tbe 
foreign producer lor what could so well 
be raised irom our own soil. We ma.v 
be told that there i« still abundance ol 
land Open, and that there is, H'llc d, 
enoDgli held by so-called farmers to 
supply tbo ^niiro popuUtioii, if ibcy 
would only displiiy reiisoiialili; indus'ry. 
This is true in a rcstricied t-uDno ; hut 
the fact of ibe choicest hind — ciiuicesi- 
in point of position us well as <iii;ili y — 
being locked up luis exerted a d^'pi ess- 
ing and discouraging ii lluencf. it Imi 
caused many a good wonhl-be settler 
to turn his bacif upoa tlie colony. When 
men come to a colony as new as this if 
and find tho arable laud for uules hmuuI 
the principal imukoi has been gobljlid 
up, not by those who wouhl mm it li' 
legitimate use, bat by tbo:<e who buhl it 
for Bpecalative purposes, they am lun 
content B8 a rule to settle beyond tbe 
radius of the speculative area; and in 
this way many, very many, are prevented 
from settling in the colony at all. I3nt 
there is another bad effect. Those who 
do settle find themselves so far from 
marketjUas to render it almosi 
impossible to dispose of many little ar- 
ticles of a more perishable sort, while 
the time end expense attending tlu 
marketing of the moro staple produc- 
tions are euch as to leave u very nar- 
row margin for profit, and produce an 
unsatisfactory balance-sheet at iliu end 
of tbo year. Owing to tho dihtanco ol 
the agricultural BcUleuienlH IVotn the 
markets, and iho absence of lueile funl 
cheap conmiunica'.ion , \v(i are told that 
tbo p'oductioDH of iho t)ei(.'hl)(ir,iig Ter- 
ritory, end even of du^on, cun lo ])u\. 
in this market alrncst as cheaply a- 
those raised from our own noil, notwith 
Standing that tbe latter enjoy ni| tho ad^ 
■ -vantages of a protective tarill,^ It is

' quire and bold egricaltural landn purely 
lor speculative purposes vis a most por- 
niciouB one, and has alrej^dy excilod u 
blighting it fiaeoco upon tho yoang colo- 
ny. What is to be doiio ? We ore

and it has, in some inetancea at least 
been BuccossfuHy grappled vvitn.
